The political me... 

E arth has become a slaughterhouse. The personification of that 
fact is Quality Meats in El Salvador, an actual slaughterhouse 
that was used by the U.S. backed Death Squads to decapitate people. 
In 1982 thirty-three heads and over a hundred bodies were found 
dumped alongside various roads in Ateos, El Salvador. The slaugh¬ 
ter was traced to the Quality Meats slaughterhouse. The Human 
Rights Commission of El Salvador received numerous reports that 
Quality Meats was being used for political executions. All charges 
were eventually dropped. Quality Meats slaughtered animals by day 
and humans by night. There is litde distinction between human flesh 
and animal flesh, especially to the blood soaked machine of the 
slaughterhouse and beef industry. 

Animals are not food. Animals are not clothing. Animals 
ate not slaves. Animals are not machinery. Animals are living 
creatures with emotions and feelings similar to our own. Animals 
know love, fear, pain, hate, and pleasure. They dream, and they 
think. Every animal is alive, just as humans are alive, maybe even 
more so. Animals love each other, and they often love humans. 
They enjoy companionship and communication. They live, breath, 
eat, sleep, fornicate, communicate, feel, dream, and think. There is 
no difference between us and the animals we eat. No difference. 
Except animals are a part of the natural cycle of the ecosystem, 
whereas humans have forced their way above and beyond the cycle. 
We will destroy the planet, whereas animals are a part of the planet. 
The reality of the situation is that animals are superior to humans. 
Humans have one, and one enemy only: ourselves. We are the most 
savage and primitive beings on this planet. We kill for sport, we kill 
each other for sport. With time we will wipe the human race out of 
existence, and in the process we will kill this planet. 

What right do we have to utilize the lives of animals 
without love, compassion, and companionship? We have no right, 
unless we consider force a right. We do have the power to force 
animals to be food, clothing, experiments, and factory farming 
slaves. We can do this. We have done this. Eating is the 
fundamental base of our lives and our society. This fundamental 
block is based on power, force, violence, and domination. We are 
nurtured on death and violence. We kill, and we kill, and we kill, and 
we kill, and we kill again. Domination, violence, force, and power 
become a part of our daily existence, and a part of our psyche. We 
shall never transcend this violence until this fundamental base is 
radically altered. Rape will never end, sexism will never end, 
murder will never end, war will never end, racism will never end, 
oppression and domination will never end until the oppression and 
domination that nurtures us is eliminated. 

If we utilize that force against animals, then we must be 
prepared to suffer the force of others stronger than ourselves. 
Animals cannot defend themselves, and thus they are abused. If we 
cannot defend ourselves then we shall be abused. What goes around 
must come around. If we allow power to rule, to justify our actions 
then we will suffer at the hands of those more powerful. 

No, animals cannot stop us from exploiting their lives, but 
the animal kingdom shall have the last laugh. The flesh of another, 
the milk of another is deadly. Cancer, heart attack, high blood 
pressure, diabetes, multiple sclerosis, ulcers, hypoglycemia, arthri¬ 
tis, anemia, asthma, and numerous other diseases and health prob¬ 
lems are caused or aggravated by the meat and dairy that we eat. If 
we live by the sword then we shall die by the sword. Eat up, you dine 
upon your own flesh. 

We can easily break this cycle of oppression. Stop eating 
meat and dairy. It is that simple. It is simple. If we desire freedom 
and equality, then we must live and practice a free and equal 
lifestyle. All change begins with the individual, with you, with me. 
If we are not willing to change our behavior then we cannot expect 
the world to change. If we cannot control our appetite then we 
cannot expect anyone else to do so. Human beings desperately need 
to practice self-control. Our hedonistic culture teaches just the 
opposite, but if we reach down inside ourselves then we can find the 





strength to do anything we choose to do. Freedom requires respon¬ 
sibility. We cannot have one without the other. The road to freedom 
requires the full acceptance of responsibility. 

Control your diet. The time for excuses is long past. Meat, 
dairy, eggs, and animal by-products are destroying us both mentally 
and physically. Inform yourself, and control yourself. Animal 
rights are human rights. Is there any price too high for freedom and 
equality? Liberate yourself from the death on your plate. Take 
control of your life. Quit the slaughterhouse. 

The human me... 

W here did I come from? Where am I going? I am always a 
little off balance. Always slightly afraid that I might fall 
over. And maybe this time I won't get up. Sometimes I wonder if 
I have chosen my life, or if my life has chosen me. And maybe it 
doesn’t matter. 

I try very hard to ignore the constant criticism that is 
bombarding my life, but like all people I am not immune to the self¬ 
doubt. And I'll admit that it is important to listen to the criticisms 
others make of me because I sometimes wonder if maybe they're not 
right. But in the end I have to take the course I wish to take, even 
when it takes me to a place everyone else says I shouldn’t go. 

I do wish that life had simple answers. I divided this 
column into two parts to illustrate how easy it is to view the world 
in black and white. The "political me" knows what must be done, 
and it knows how to do it. That part of me views the world from a 
position of self-righteousness and conviction. It is the part of me that 
was nurtured by this thing called hardcore. It is the part of me that 
wants to save the world. But the "human me" is afraid of being 
wrong. The human me suffers from self-destructive bouts of 
depression and remorse. The human me spends a lot of time fighting 
back fear and doubt. This part of my being gets lonely and finds life 
ugly and depressing. 

Life is political. But politics are not life. A lot of times 
politics are dry and pointless and completely removed from the 
human experience. I consider myself political, but I am also a human 
being. I cannot ignore that fact. I believe in some sort of a struggle 
to find a better way of life, but only if that struggle is a human 
struggle. The struggle for political freedom is in my mind partly 
about realizing that politics exist in everything we do, and it is partly 
about building a life that is enjoyable and fulfilling. 

We live in a world full of injustice, hate, bigotry, oppres¬ 
sion, violence, and every form of heinous sickness you can imagine. 
Human beings are ugly and disgusting. We have built a world that 
is based on every horrible injustice possible. History is just a record 
of crimes committed by one human against another human. It has 
always been this way, and will probably endlessly continue to be so. 

In the face of that reality, I think it is extremely important 
for each of us to find personal success. I don't mean material success, 
but personal fulfillment and happiness. Society, as I know it, is 
intent on killing the spirit. It is intent on turning each of us into 
mindless workers who have no other desire than to consume the 
countless products that are being created to appease the needs that 
are being advertised into existence. 

What am I saying? Simply that it is important not to forget 
about the needs and feelings of humanity. Hardcore has always been 
there for me because it helped me deal with my feelings of depres¬ 
sion, alienation, and awkwardness. It helped me connect to others 
like myself. It was inherently political not because it was concerned 
with what new laws the government was creating, but because it was 
concerned about me as a human being. Hardcore is political because 
it is about the lives of the individuals involved within it. 

Don’t forget about your own sense of self-worth, and your 
need to find happiness. The world is a bitter and cold place, so you've 
got to remember to stay warm. We all have to find that path that will 
take us to a place that we want to live. Being political is as much 
about searching for a meaningful life as it is about trying to change 
the world. — kent

On may 24,1990 Earth First! organizers Judi Bari and Daryl 
Chemey were travelling to Santa Cruz, Ca. to recruit for the Red¬ 
wood Summer protest.They never made it to Santa Cruz 
though,while driving through Oakland a pipe bomb under the driv¬ 
ers seat exploded shattering Baris pelvis and lower back. Twelve 
hours later Bari finds she was arrested in surgery for the transport¬ 
ing of explosives.Eight weeks later the charges would be dropped. 
"There was nothing to support these charges" said a staff member 
of the D.A.'s office. 

In May of 91’ Bari filed a suit against the FBI. Judge Pamela 
Ryder wrote in her opinion,"[Bari's] complaint contains specific 
factual allegations that tend to show the FBI agents intended to 
interfere with Bari and Chemey’s first amendment rights to dem¬ 
onstrate." Since the case has been filed evidence showing the bomb¬ 
ing was a possible "frame up" has been uncovered. "And new in¬ 
formation recently revealed in the case is raising even larger ques- 
tions about the FBI's role in the . bombing 
frameup"(nov.21,1994,Bari).

the city of New York. Now that our conservative Governor George 
Pataki and Mayor Rudolph Guiliani have reconciled their egotistical 
differences, they unite to effectively and thoroughly torture the 
school system.

the overall school bud¬ 
get meant fewer teach¬ 
ing positions even as the 
student population in¬ 
creased for the ump¬ 
teenth straight year. The 
city schools chancellor, 

Ramon Cortinez, re¬ 
signed after constant ha¬ 
rassment from the 
mayor’soffice. Cortinez 
had been extremely pro-student during his tenure as chancellor, but 
rubbed mayor Guiliani the wrong way because he refused to endorse 
wholesale cuts in the school budget. Eventually the mayor, with the 
media as his henchmen, was able to bully Cortinez into resignation. 
The new chancellor looks like he might support the mayor in a little 
more school-system deconstruction. It is a frustrating time. 

Nevertheless, I decided that teaching was still for me and 
that New York City is the place where my classroom belongs. After 
a rather difficult summer, I was ready to return to school. In spite of 
my readiness, I was nervous about the first day. I would have to 
return to wearing a tie every day, to waking up at five-thirty every 
morning, to a regular schedule that would leave me little free time 
and even less energy with which to enjoy those few open moments. 
Most fearsome was the prospect of returning to the classroom. Two 
months of “whatever I wanted” had left me somewhat casual, and 
now I would have to be on my toes every day, ready for each class 
period. As I sat at home on Wednesday, September 6th. the day 
before school began, I was scared. 

My mother, who has been teaching for more than twenty- 
five years, says that she still gets that nervous feeling before the first 
day of the school year. My mom is a phenomenal teacher, a veteran 
of most situations. Certainly after all this time she couldn’t be 
“scared” of teaching. But then why the butterflies? Why this 
constant tension, a feeling of dire urgency, when we return to work? 
What is it about teaching that makes us so tense? 

I think that I am beginning to understand. This, my third 
year, has been infinitely more smooth than the two previous. My 
first day was exciting and inspiring as I met all of my new, 
enthusiastic students. Nothing scary happened, nothing frustrating 
happened. I knew what I was doing and for the most part I started 
the year in a positive manner. But I still felt that urgent tug of nerves 
the day before. And if I begin to think about it, I still feel that tug a 
little bit every day. These are not pangs of apprehension, but a fear 
much deeper. I have anxiety that I won’t do this right, that somehow 
I will end up doing these kids a disservice. I can feel at almost every 
moment the importance of what I am doing, and it’s a little intimi¬ 
dating. 

A year ago I was ready to throw it all away. My commit¬ 
ment to Teach For America was to stay in an urban school for two 
years, and after that second year I was going to bail. It is weird to 
think now what my priorities were then: teaching was “interfering” 
with my band and label activities, preventing me from reaching my 
“full potential in the world of punk rock.” Somehow the fact that I 
couldn’t jump in my car tomorrow and drive around for six weeks 
bothered me. I had plans of getting some meaningless job doing 
layout or working at a local store, spending all of my non-working 
time skating and doing mail-order and hanging out and booking 
shows and... 

And then I realized that the dream of punk independence 
was, for me, selfish. I have this feeling that if I did quit my teaching 

® job to devote all of my time to a band or to a label or to booking 
shows I would probably be able to add “unfulfilling” to my life 


description list, right next to “selfish.” This isn’t meant to disrespect 
all of you who do spend most of your productive time on punk, or to 
suggest that doing so is inherently selfish and unfulfilling. I have 
just come to realize that what I do with those eight-plus work hours 
of the day may be the most important contributor to my self-worth. 

And although I’ve left many avenues unexplored, I 
have this same gut feeling that teaching may be one of 
the few things I could do and still feel positive about 
my world. 

So it is that I have come to embrace this feeling of 
constant tension that accompanies my job. I now 
realize that this anxiety is truly positive, a reflection of 
my concern and a contrail of what I value. It is still 
hard to stick with it; at every turn there are forces 
pushing me to give up, to make life easier on myself. 
But every once in awhile I get little reminders of why 
I must keep going. As I was on the phone ordering 
computer equipment a couple of weeks ago, I somehow mentioned 
to the operator that I was a teacher. She immediately started asking 
me questions about my work, and eventually it came out that she was 
thinking about teaching. She was making good money as a computer 
consultant, but she wasn’t satisfied with her work. “You must feel 
really good when you get home,” she added at the end of our 
conversation, “you must feel really fulfilled in what you do.” 

“Yes,” I answered after a long pause, a.pause of sudden 
enlightenment and not indecision. “Yes, my job is really fulfilling.” 


t3ince doing an interview 

in HaC #3 last year, letters 
from all over the world have 
come to me, most asking two 
very basic questions: 

“What’s prison like?” and 
“How do you handle it?” It’s 
actually hard to answer these 
questions, because most pris¬ 
oners would agree that you 
have to experience it to un¬ 
derstand it. Simply saying 
that it’s hard on you or that 
you just take it one day at a 
time really means nothing. 

It’s really the accumulation 
of hundreds of small things 
during each day, each a test 
of your patience, that make 
prison so hard to deal with. 

But when Kent asked me if 
I’d do this column, I thought 
itmightopen some eyes, tear 
down some walls, maybe de¬ 
stroy some of the misconceptions people seem to have about 
prisoners. There’s no escaping the prison issue these days. Every¬ 
where you look, it’s in the news. And the way that things are going 
in this country, you might even find yourself in prison someday. 

There’s nothing even remotely like walking into a prison 
for the first time. The sights and sounds overwhelm your senses. 
Radios, TVs, and yelling voices come at you from tier after tier of 
cells within the block. You wonder how the hell you’re supposed to 
sleep in noise like this, or even relax. People stare at you, some with 
a smile, knowing just what’s running through your mind, others 
more challengingly. They just know that you’re new and naive, and 
you’d be lying to say that you’re not nervous (this feeling never 
completely fades, because every time you go to another block or 
prison, you start all over again). New prisoners generally go through 
a period where they are kept distant from others, sortof a "check 'em 
out and see how they fit in” period. More experienced cons may :e$t 
them, seeing if they will snitch other prisoners out, or take ev ery- 

















thing in stride. Others may try to intimidate them, feeling them out 
to see if they’ll stand up for themselves. Nobody wants to associate 
with someone who won’t defend themselves, and prison is full of the 
macho-type bullshit attitude. One’s “manhood” is tested often, even 
years after being in here. 

Some of the rules for prisoners-never snitch on another 
prisoner, watch your back, give people plenty of space, talk to guards 
only when necessary, watch & learn, stay out of other people’s 
business, don’t borrow from anyone unless you can repay on time. 
Prison is a violent world, because of the total isolation from family, 
friends, and being able to express yourself freely. Following the 
rules isn’t very hard, and can sjyve you a lot of trouble down the road. 

After a while you get the routine down. You know who you 
can talk to freely, and who you can’t. You know who’s a snitch, or 
a racist, who’s got the drugs for sale, or the right connections for 
whatever else you want. Prison is free enterprise simplified because 
while there are so many work assignments and areas of the prison, 
everyone is controlled by the same entity-the state, and that makes 
it easier to know who your enemy is. You learn which guards are 
simply there to get that check, and which ones want that next 
promotion and who will enforce every little rule. Our job is to get 
over on them any way we can. Someone working in the kitchen 
might steal and sell hamburgers, while a clerk might make copies. 
The way we see it, we’re here, and there’s nothing we can do about 
it. But they try to enforce rules on us that they don’t even follow, so 
we take advantage of them at every turn. 

Living with a cellmate is rough because 90% of the time 
you’re going to get stuck with someone who you have absolutely 
nothing in common with, and you’ll get on each other’s nerves. I’ve 
only really gotten along with maybe four cellmates over the past 
twelve years, and one of them was my cousin, the other a Christian 
guy who’s now living in Colorado. The point is, you just never 
know, and you both have to make concessions on how you’re going 
to live in that cell together, or end up fighting, having something 
stolen, or one of you move. 

Being in prison means having to deal with constant pres¬ 
sure, either from the prison administration, vindictive guards, or 
other prisoners. The many petty rules are enforced when it suits the 
purposes of the guards, which might not be until you break the rule, 
and you’ve done something to have him after you. You worry about 
how your family is doing, whether there’s enough money to feed 
little Melanie or Jerry now that you’re in here. You wonder if they’ 11 
even remember you, or welcome you back into their lives after a few 
years. The relationships you had before coming to prison slowly 
crumble, friends write less and less often. You realize that the world 
goes on without you, and you hare it. 

Being in prison means having absolutely no privacy, even 
on the phone, or in a letter. They monitor everything. Control is their 
purpose, those who fight being ordered around are “troublemakers.” 
I, incidentally, am a troublemaker. You stand alone because your 
friendships are shallow, and you know it. When it comes right down 
to the deep shit, you know that you can’t rely on anyone but yourself, 
and that makes your heart harden just a little bit more. 

All in all, prison life is a series of ups and downs. Mostly 
downs. I’ve never experienced anything like it, with all of the 
pressures and problems. Everyone tries to deal with it differently, 
trying to escape the loneliness, confusion, and rage within us, 
silently praying to never come back, although a lot of us will. After 
four times in here, I’m not much of one to give out advice on how 
to avoid prison, I just know that the society we have now is made up 
in such a way that once you’ve been to prison you can never escape 
from it. That conviction, or “x” on your back makes it hard to get any 
job paying more than minimum wage, or to even accept the world as 
you might have seen it before coming here because prison will make 
you hate the system of “justice” and “freedom for all.” 

Comments, questions, or suggestions? Send them to me, 
or even write to some prisoner near you. A lot of prisoners are lonely 
as hell, a letter makes a lot of difference. Send them a ‘zine, or a card, 
something to give someone a sense of renewal, and that someone out 


there cares, need a way to contact someone to put you in touch with 
prisoners? Read on. 

Finally, there’s an excellent anarchist/anti-authoritarian 
prisoner study/discussion group called Raze The Walls/PO Box 
22774/Seattle, WA 98122-0774. They provide prisoners with 
political study materials, and lively discussion on the topics sur¬ 
rounding the lives of prisoners. Write to Mike for information on 
taking part. 

Don’t take your freedom for granted, people. You may not 
be free to do as you please all the time, but it sure beats sitting in a 
6' x 9' cell watching the roaches run by.

Towards A Living Politics 

I 

have the 
intention 
of talking 
about a 
living 
politics, 
that is, 
how can 
we (you 
and I) in 
our every¬ 
day lives “walk the walk” in such a way that we are really doing what 
we think is “right” and are being conscious of the impact of our own 
lives. Quickly though, I define politics not as participation in the bi¬ 
partisan machine of reform, but as the mechanism where we take the 
theories with which we understand the world and put them into 
practice, that is into our lives. ■ Partisan politics, and often time 
“radical” or “progressive” politics are most appropriate on the 
bumper of your car, not in the reality of your life. So in this context, 
l am interested in sharing my experience in daily “political” living 
and hearing input from others. 

Although this issue has been beaten quite a bit, I think that 
it has had a poor focus. That is, most discussions have been limited 
to only a few issues; veganism, straight edge, and (I am assuming 
here) some feminist issues. I think that generally the foundation that 
is set for most of these perspectives is shallow, and is the reason why 
so many people become such hypocrites over time... partially that 
of course is due to the fact that there are so few mechanisms of actual 
rigorous discussion as to the “why’s” of people’s world views. 
Instead there is much assumption that when we make similar choices 
that of course we are coming from the same place, which is rarely 
true. Moreover, as there are so few ways that, within the hardcore 
context, we can articulate our world-view that more often than not 
we are silenced, and lose our focus. So through the articulation of 
the rationale behind some of my choices, I hope to at least be 
entertaining, if not edifying. 

Part I- “punk rules.” There are lots of assumptions here, 
and much context to build but here we go. 

First, I am going to only refer to the segment of the 
population which is working in the “service” industry and secondly, 
I am going to assume that everyone who does, resents it. With that 
all said, I think that “punk rules” are the ones that enable anyone who 
does work a shitty job to do everything in their power to share 
whatever it is within their capabilities to, from their workplace, with 
the community. Sabotage In 3M American Workplace is a great 
primer for this discussion (ed. Martin Sprouse, Pressure Drop Press) 
but I think that argument is not so sophisticated that any books need 
to be read to understand it. 

Automation, historically, has made humanity at least theo¬ 
retically able to be freed from the drudgery of labor. When 
automation was introduced though it was introduced not with said 
intent, but by the owning class of the factories, with the intent /C\ 
(expressed and realized) of displacing workers, with increasing V-'

“efficiency”, and profit. As the stability of society depends on the 
lower classes being either completely alienated from real life (i.e. 
television) or trapped in an endless cycle of monotony, “work” has 
had to be found for those displaced by automation. The process of 
the polarization of the specialist class (including the owning class) 
and the “unskilled” class has found an end in the “service economy”. 
The eighties resulted in the creation of millions of jobs, most of them 
are in areas of the economy that are unskilled and unimportant. 
Where job security is a joke, and where a living wage is not 
obtainable. Reclaiming the means of production has become 
ultimately laughable when what you produce is hamburgers, or cafe 
latte’s. 

By the classical definitions of survival, humanity has won. 
We are now victorious over nature but the result; still further 
drudgery (by the bulk of humanity), a country still dead last in infant 
mortality (of industrial nations), and of course the degradation of the 
very nature that we are victorious over (with results only imagin¬ 
able). Moreover, what humans have created, in the way of institu¬ 
tions (capitalism, hegemony, the industrial-military complex...) 
have been internalized to such a degree to be thought of as forces of 
nature. 

I think that drawing the lines of where your individual 
struggle’s should be is up to you. Part of the “empowerment” 
process for me has been a greater and greater understanding of how 
bankrupt our economic culture is, but that is me. Since, for the most 
part, I am speaking to people who are not in established careers I will 
attempt to draw one line, though. Within the service economy, you 
(as an individual, cognizant, human being) are not important. You 
are always replaceable, and perceived healthy relationships last only 
as long as it takes to find fault in you. Empowerment within a 
thoroughly disempowered context can only be within the realm that 
you personally reclaim. And in my life, I reclaim the place where i 
can help people who are within my definition of “community.” I 
think that generally this makes sense, because I see the end goal as 
being one where our geography is filled with interlocking, self- 
sufficient, communities (I will call the goal the creation of “bolo- 
bolo”, inspired by the book by the same name. See Semiotext’s 
“bolo-bolo” by p.m.). That entails that within this world I need to 
find, and to the extent possible, help like-minded “ibu” (non-gender 
specific people, who also are seeking bolo). And in the environment 
of work, a pursuit I only engage in to the extent that I need to 
“survive,” is the material base where this is easiest. 

I know that my language here is heavily jargonistic, so i 
will try to rephrase this. Take from those you hate (that is those who 
are an entrenched part of this world, like your employers), and give 
to those you love (specifically I refer to people, community, ibu). In 
this world, all exchange is based on money. On value coordinated 
by the government to the advantage of industry. To base exchange 
on our shared identity is the goal of “punk rules,” and if that isn’t 
political, nothing is. And I believe that to a large degree our sense 
of “institutional” generosity is what really makes us “different” than 
the rest of the world. With that said, I return to the workplace, 
resenting it, but knowing that it doesn’t mean for me, what it means 
for them... 


X here were a couple of subjects drifting around my head 
recently which I was intending to 
address for this issue. But in¬ 
stead, I thought it was about time 
thatl shouldaddress atopic which, 
almost surprisingly, I’ve not re¬ 
ally discussed previously in 
HeartattaCk , that is, ummm... 
hardcore! 

In particular, since the 
last issue of HaC seems to have 

© been vaguely centered 

around The More Than Music Festival in Columbus, I’d like 


to inform you of a regular benefit hardcore festival held here in 
Bradford, England at a center called the 1 In 12 Club. 

By the time you read this, we will have staged our third 
festival this year, lasting for three days and hosting around twenty 
bands. First started in 1993, not only have the festivals attracted 
people from all over Europe, the festivals have become an important 
center for this country’s hardcore scene. I believe we’ve achieved 
a great deal over the iast few years which has helped to produce an 
incredibly positive and cooperative spirit, as well as further estab¬ 
lishing a real DIY alternative to the modestly sized scene here 
(despite the unwelcome intrusion of the mainstream music press 
here, but that’s another story). „ 

The bands usually playing the festival are mainly (although 
certainly not exclusively) from the United Kingdom. I think it’s 
important to focus more on “our” bands to help them and to provide 
encouragement and exposure towards such bands, thus creating 
more enthusiasm and energy towards our own scene, which in the 
past has often been neglected. 

During the last couple of festivals held, in addition to the 
entrance fee, it has been compulsory for each individual coming to 
the event to bring along a tin of (vegetable) food as a donation 
towards the local grass-roots homeless organization. This has 
achieved a most positive effect, not only for the beneficiaries of the 
food, but the same practise has also been adopted by other individu¬ 
als around the country organizing gigs, benefitting more homeless 
groups around the country and hi-lighting awareness. 

For future festivals we hope to hold “workshops” showing 
people, for instance, how to publish ‘zines, how to release records, 
how to put on gigs, and so on, thus ideally increasing the participa¬ 
tion of individuals, and breaking down the “us and them” barrier 
which seems to inhibit the involvement of further people. % 

A few of you may have heard of the 1 In 12 Club in 
Bradford. England’s only self-ran autonomous center, ran along 
anarchist principles. Since 1988 The Club has been housed in a 
converted warehouse with it’s own gig floor, vegan cafe, and two 
bars, ran mainly by volunteers. The diversity of its members are 
represented in the various collectives which accumulate to form the 
club itself. The collectives range from its own record label, which 
documents the bands who have played the club; its own publishing 
“company” who have released a collection of politically orientated 
books over the years; a “Peasant’s Collective,” who locally grow 
organic food to help make the vegan cafe more autonomous; the rave 
collective who hold (some rather excellent!) dance/rave all-night 
events; and of course not forgetting the loosely defined gig collec¬ 
tive whose members stage a variety of events, ranging from punk to 
industrial, folk, and other non-mainstream music. Whatsmore, 
unlike many other autonomous centers and squats in Europe, the 1 
In 12 Club is run entirely on a legal basis. What better place to hold 
a hardcore festival indeed! 

The point of this column is not to draw comparisons to 
other events (such as The More Than Music Festival), but to 
demonstrate the effects of such hardcore events, and the positive 
energy and enthusiasm which can be created. I use this in quite a 
broad context here since I think the boundaries are pretty much 
unlimited, but I do believe people regularly underestimate the 
potential of such events and the quite empowering esteem which can 
result from them. I hope I’ve illustrated here the point that idealistic 

goals can actually be accom¬ 
plished, serving as a catalyst for 
both desire and optimism. 

Moving on to something com¬ 
pletely different. I’d be the first 
to admit that at times I can be 
occasionally quite provocative in 
my writings, yeti sometimes feel 
uncomfortable with how these 
columns are perceived. I seek to 
challenge and stimulate people’s 
minds if at all possible, yet the response and feedback to my columns 






is usually very minimal, except the reactions from my friends. I 
sometimes feel as though I’m almost talking to myself here. How¬ 
ever I figured that the reason for this is that perhaps you don’t know

Peltier Story directed 
by Michael Apted, nar¬ 
rated by Robert 
Redford.

Videol991.1 was hesi¬ 
tant on writing this since Felix wrote about Peltier a short 
while ago but I’ve planned on doing this movie for a while so I went 
ahead with it 

To fully understand why the shoot out on the Pine Ridge 
Indian Reservation in South Dakota occurred some background 
information is necessary. The reservation was divided between the 
full and mixed blooded Lacota Sioux. If one was fifty percent or 
more to a full blood he was a traditionalist. If one was less than fifty 
percent he was a “government Indian” and fell in fine with the 
Bureau Of Indian Affairs. Obviously the two groups didn’t get 
along. 

There was a struggle for power on the reservation and Dick 
Wilson a mixed blood became president of the tribal council. Dick 
used the tribe’s money for personal gain and controlled the few jobs 
that were available on the reservation. The traditionalists began to 
suffer. 

In 1972 the traditionalists call in the American Indian 
Movement (AIM) to improve living conditions on the Pine Ridge 
reservation. They chop wood, haul water and start community 
gardens. To draw national attention to their struggle AIM chooses 
to occupy Wounded Knee because of its historical significance. 
Massive military hardware is brought in and gunfire is exchanged. 
Two AIM members are killed. No government agents are hurt or 
killed. After 71 days the siege ends. Political trials designed to break 
up AIM follow. Over 500 arrests are made. Ninety percent of the 
cases are dismissed or end in acquittals. 

The “reign of terror” starts as a result of the events at 
Wounded knee. Between May 1972 and June 1975 the Pine Ridge 
Reservation had the highest murder rate per capita in the US. The 
reservation with a population between ten and fifteen thousand had 
more violent deaths than the rest of the state which had a population 
of 700,000 at the time. Dick Wilson used government money to set 
up death squads to take care of the “AIM sons of a bitches.” People 
are ran down and killed, houses are burnt down and whole towns are 
shot up. The FBI and BIA are called in but they do nothing. People 
are terrified. It was in this atmosphere of fear that led to the shoot 
out that occurred on June 26,1975. 

Two FBI agents, Jack Kohler and Ronald Williams, race 
into the Jumping Bull compound at high speed in unmarked cars 
pursuing a red pick up truck. The agents believe they are following 
Jimmy .Eagle. He is suspected of stealing-a pair of cowboy boots. 
The vehicles stop. A shoot out occurs. It is unclear who fired fist. 
The residents of the Jumping Bull compound hear the shoots and 
respond by firing at the FBI agents, who never identified themselves 
as law officers. The men are shot and wounded but not until help 
could be radioed for. At this point a person or persons walked up and 
executed the agents at close range. More FBI agents arrive and more 



gunfire is exchanged. A Sioux named Joe Stunts is killed at long 
range. 

The remaining fifteen or so people at the compound flee. In 
30 days more than 350 FBI agents appear for one of the largest 
manhunts ever conducted. Robidue and Butler are caught nearby 
shortly after the shooting and Peltier is arrested several months later 
in Canada. 

Robidue and Butler are brought to trial in Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa for aiding and abetting the murders of the two FBI agents. 
Despite the government coercing witnesses, trying to prejudice the 
jury against the defendants and using false testimony the defendants 
are found innocent. The prosecution cried when the verdict was 
read. 

Peltier however is not so lucky. Using affidavits filled with 
false testimony as a basis for extradition Peltier is brought back to 
the U.S. for trial. The government lies and deception work this time 
and Peltier is convicted. He is sentenced to two consecutive life 
terms. No one is ever tried for the murder of the slain Sioux Joe 
Stunts. 

Peltier is still incarcerated despite new evidence and appel¬ 
late attempts. He remains a political prisoner. For more information

For the strong of heart I present the crumb cake 
muffin. This innocuous looking pastry is in all truth little more than 
a tool of corporate subjugation. It’s sweet, grainy taste just begs to 
be eaten for breakfast, but once the first bite is taken there is no 
turning back. It draws you in, makes you want to get up early just 
to eat breakfast trapping you into the 9-to-5 corporate grinder. If that 
was not enough it also has a tendency to increase flatulence in its 
victims.

D: Can any of 
you say any¬ 
thing in a for¬ 
eign language? . 

C: “Jesui, ah 
Chris, ah, 

K u m s e e 
Kumsa, so-so,” 
that’s about it 
B: “Jeanlepel 

pom mertit,” that means “My name is 
shithead.” 

C: “Jeanlepel pom leterre,” “I am a potato.” 
A: I know, “Ich lave schlafen,” “I love 
sleep.” 

J: I know nothing. 

B: I forgot the Darth Vader one, it was too 
long. I can count to ten in French and I know 
how to say cheese, “fromage.” “ud, du, 
twa..” 

C: “Sucsucret” is, ah, sugar in, ah, French. 
I think basically I’m going to try to get away 
speaking Bocci the whole time we’re in 
Europe. 

A: I’m going to speak Pig Latin with Jeff, 
that way people will know we’re Ameri¬ 
cans, they just won’t know what we’re say¬ 
ing. We’re from the Lapland. Reindeer and 
stuff, we have our own dialect. 

D: What’s “Bocci,” Chris? 

C: It’s an ancient dialect, from Tattooine, I 
believe. 

J: We’ll just speak pure Latin on tour. 

A: Yeah, we’re old school. 

D: What else do you want to talk about? 
B: Weren’t you supposed to have questions 
or something? You’re interviewing us, you 
wiener. 

C: Let’s talk about music and how hitting 
the right chord is really cool. 

B: We’re not really going to use this as an 
interview are we? 

J: I think we should. 

D: We’ll just keep talking and I’ll just put in 
the good parts. 

C: I was much more popular with black hair, 
but I decided to grow my black hair out. So 
now I have brown hair again. No one likes 
me. 

B: But with the brown hair you grew the 
sideburns out... 

A: RayPrvitt! Ask me about “Beverly Hills 
90120.” 

D: Adam, you wrote a thesis for your 
baccalaureate degree. 

A: Refer to me as Bachelor Adam, please. 
rj\D: Yes. Discuss your thesis and how it 
relates to “90120.” 


A: It was on television. It was called The 
American Altar. I tried to show how televi¬ 
sion is now the altar of American Civic 
Religion. It touches 98.3% of all Ameri¬ 
cans, that’s how many households have tele¬ 
visions: 2.7 televisions on the average. The 
average American watches more than 5 hours 
of television a day. Children spend more 
time watching TV than in the classroom, or 
in most cases with their parents or friends. 




So needless to say, television is perhaps the 
most pervasive and continually engaged so¬ 
cial and cultural institution. By looking at 
TV and the values it presents or preaches, 
you can acquire a pretty good understanding 
of what’s going on in America and what 
most Americans believe. “90120” is 
America 

D: What strikes you as one of the most 
American things in America that you’ve 
observed? 

C: The rest stop. 

B: The gas station mini-mart 
D: How about more specific things? 

A: Bumper stickers. I always find bumper 
stickers to be extremely American. You 
don’t see them much in England. It’s just 
weird that people buy these machines that 
cost thousands of dollars and then put bumper 
stickers all over them. It just seems strange 
that that’s the way people choose to promote 
their personal politics. 

D: Or identify themselves. 

A: Yeah, on the bumper of their car. It’s 
weird too when cars are so mass-produced 
now, I guess it’s just the way people person¬ 
alize their piece of America. 

D: It’s strange that they’re mass-produced 
now, as opposed to when we were kids and 
they were all made by hand. 

A: You know what I mean... but now with 
badge-engineering where all cars look simi¬ 
lar... It’s amazing. 

D: Its not just politics being displaced, but 
you have to identify yourself through all the 
places this vehicle has carried you to and 
from. “Points of interest” and tourist traps 
supply these symbolsofmobility. Gummed, 
plastic labels proclaiming: “Thiscarclimbed 
Mt. Washington,” Disney Land,” “South Of 
The Border” - we can talk about America 
right there. “I heart Elvis.” 

C: At rest stops all over the country, the 
bumper stickers and T-Shirts and the various 
shit they sell is conservative and right wing. 
“God Bless America,” “Love It Or Leave It” 
and you find it all over the country, no matter 
where you go. It kind of defines what 


Americans believe. Because even though 
we’d like to think America is more liberal 
than conservative, rest stops are truly the 
American thing where everyone goes, has to 
go, and is very conservative no matter where 
you go. 

A: Go Chris! 

D: Its crazy, when you begin talking about 
things like bumper stickers, you enter a 
whole world of identity, and then mythology 
and community are all combined-you 
enterthe Mythology ofElvis, the Com¬ 
munity of Sports Fans. You’re part of 
a nation that’s held together by all 
these constructed, strange things. 

A: Iread this book by JohnNewhouse, 
its called Unsecular America, written 
in 1988 or something. He used an 
International Gallup Poll and showed 
thattheU.S.,nexttoIrelandandmaybe 
Italy, is the most religious and conser¬ 
vative nation in the world in terms of the 
majority of its population. Number one in 
believing in God, about 95% professed some 
belief in God. Highest in believing in the 10 
Commandments. When you watch t.v., so 
much of the mythology is based on really 
conservative and traditional values. You 
might have things on “90120” or other pro¬ 
grams that are really shocking. They might 
bring in drug use, adultery, infidelity, or 
homosexuality, but the way its dealt with, it 
almost always ends up with a conservative 
slant. If someone is adulterous they get 
punished and suffer for it in the end. Or if 
someone steals, they never get away with it 
The good guy always wins and the good guy 
is always someone who has traditional Judeo- 
Christian values. That’s interesting when 
portions of America perceive this country as 
harboring and fostering the cutting edge of 
liberal, secular thought, but it really doesn’t 
D: Simultaneously, America is portrayed as 
having a strong community, like a Norman 
Rockwell Painting Mythology, which is to¬ 
tally a farce because its been constructed and 
realized through popular media and mythol¬ 
ogy rather than honest histories passed on 
orally and through individual relationships, 
a whole counterfeit nostalgia is passed off to 
us through TV. 

C: The day before I left Philadelphia, I was 
watching some talk show and all the jokes on 
the talk show were from the television, and 
everyone was getting it That reveals how 
much TV is in our lives, how important it is 
— that all the jokes are based on television. 
If anyone says something it probably is 
derived from some TV show. We don’t 
draw from magazines, books, newspapers or 
even common conversations, we get our 
lines from television: commercials, talk 
shows, sitcoms, prime-time soaps, what¬ 
ever. 

A: Wbatotherinstitutionshavetheabilityto 
touch everyone, in all different regions of 
the country? When we were in El Paso, 
Texas a location that has such a different 
past from us until the past200or 100 years...

not even, its still forming a different past. 
And you’re standing there on the banks of 
the Rio Grande and across the river, on the 
other side of a fence, is a different world. 
What makes those changes? Its malls and 
televisions, a uniformity of goods and im¬ 
ages, being included in America... because 
those El Paso punk kids were weaned on 
“Sesame St.” and “Mr. Rodgers.” They can 
relate to us and they’re the same as us and 
they grew up the same as us, shopping in 
Sam Goody an J.C. Penny. 

D: But then their emotional and spiritual 
concerns, their ethnic concerns, are nothing 
like ours. On one level we’ve all been 
debased to this sameness, yet who we ware 
as people is still markedly different. Some¬ 
how we find more comfort in recognizing 
ourselves as members of he TV America 
Club. Its funny, Chris, what you were saying 
about all the jokes being based on other TV 
shows, because you and I were talking about 
that, remember, Adam? About the state of 
knowledge and how old cultures had layers 
upon layers of mythology and history that 
were passed on orally and added onto by 
explorations, triumphs, disasters, and spiri¬ 
tual visions. Now ours is just layers of 
television... upon television. That’s die only 
connection that we have. Like Chris said, 
the TV reconnects itself to itself, this my¬ 
thology is worked over and over again into a 
formation of eternity with no birth and no 
ending. Star Wars is perfect for exemplify¬ 
ing how TV has transcended time. So now 
consider mythology and the spiritual depri¬ 
vation within this country. We’re all con¬ 
nected on the TV level, somehow we all feel 
through TV that America is united. But who 
we are as people varies, through geography 
and genealogy, yet there seems to be a per¬ 
vasive void among us, which makes Holly¬ 
wood fabrications like the Star Wars “force” 
seem awesome to us, this mysterious, intan¬ 
gible power. I read an article about the “X- 
Files” and the actor who plays Fox Moulder 
says the show, ‘Taps into a ’90s style search 
for spirituality. People are hungry for tran¬ 
scendence, they’re looking for that feeling 
of mystery, that tingle you get when you feel 
God.” That’s crazy and frightening, to wit¬ 
ness TV penetratingintothatrealmofmytho- 
logical development and sustainment. Ulti¬ 
mately this leads to a discussion of aliens. 
C: I saw a UFO when I was about 7 years 
old. That’s why I think I believe in aliens 
and UFOs and what-not. One evening in 
1978 or 1979,1 was having dinner with my 
Mom and my cousin. It was around 5:30, it 
was dark. I looked outside, my backdoor 
overlooks the woods behind my house and a 
big power line, and this amazing light was 
hovering above the trees. There were about 
12 lights encircling a ring of six lights with 
one big light in the middle. It made no noise 
whatsoever, just hovering there for about 
fifteen minutes and then it just started to 
disappear. The thing that is weird about that 
is I remembered it and about four months 


ago my Mom, out qf nowhere, she just said, 
“Chris, you remember that UFO we saw 
back in ’78 or ’79?” So I saw a UFO. 

B: What about the dinosaur? 

C: Okay, that’s another story. My Mom 
says she saw a dinosaur in our bathtub, but it 
was probably just a roach or something. 

B: And it just ran down the drain right, a 
little, baby brontosaurus? 

C: Well, it could have ben a salamander or 
something. 

D: In suburbia. I mean, we need to clarify 
this for all the readers at home: wedon’tlive 
in a jungle where salamanders are common 
in the bathtub. 

A: This is in the Pine Barrens, that’s pretty 
close. 

C: No, up until the mid ’80s salamanders 
were everywhere in South Jersey. I used to 
collect them. Suddenly they just disap¬ 
peared. I think maybe because of pollution. 
D: Maybe the aliens feed on them. Why do 
you think there is this fascination in our 
culture, and among us, for things like Star 
Wars, or Bigfoot, or aliens? 

C: Because they’re ridiculous. 

D: Well, for us, but a lot ofpeople take them 
seriously. I take them seriously. Hey, you 
saw a UFO! You can’t laugh at that! You’re 
laughing at your own existence! 

C: It’s something in the unknown, some¬ 
thing you can’t prove. It lures you, it attracts 
you to find out, if it’s really true. You keep 
hearing of sightings of Bigfoot in the forests 
of Washington state, and no one has actually 
proved a Bigfoot sighting, or captured one. 
Everyone says its out there, you just want to 
go searching for it. It just seems so amazing 
that this creature could be living out in the 
woods somewhere. You could be camping 
and hear a noise and then be attacked by an 
8 foot hairy monster. A beast. 

A: I find it really comforting. This fact that 
there are things out there that wedon’tknow. 
It used to scare me, but now I really like it. 
Because I like to think of things that make 
humans seem silly. The existence of UFOs, 
anything that disrupts or disproves human 
scientific thought I find... I know it exists... 
D: What exists? 

A: Things... that humans or scientists have 
not been able to comprehend. 

B: The unexplainable. 

A: Thedoseofhumilitythatitgiveshuman- 
ity. 

C: Think about the media, every TV show 
you see, like “In Search Of,” they always 
portray these creatures as being evil and bad. 
D: TV mythology again. 

C: I remember watching this Bigfoot spe¬ 
cial, this was in ’78 or ’79. It was a show, all 
it had were scenes from recreations of 
sightings. They were always so horrible. 
This kid would be walking out to the pond 
and he would see this hairy man and he was 
like “Daaaa” and screams and runs away as 
if the Bigfoot was going to attack him. Or 
three men are camping and they hear this 
growling sound and they pull out their guns. 


These three masculine, big, mountain men 
are scared to death of a character actor in a 
modified ape suit. Leonard Nimoy, he 
seems to depict all these things as evil. You 
watch “In Search Of’ and whatever it is: 
killer bees, Atlantis, fire ants, anything. It is 
all shown as evil that you can’t prove. You 
can just discount it by saying it’s not true and 
it’s all a load of shit. 

A: That fits in with the Television Myth Of 
Eternal Progress, that eventually humans 
will be abl to unlock everything-it is pro¬ 
moted by television. Justhe same “In Search 
Of’ implies you’re going to find it, you have 
to discover or reveal it, because you can’t 
just be in awe of it, or embrace it, like 
Bigfoot or Yeti or Bunyip or the Louisiana 
Swamp Monster, anything... they just have 
to be conquered. 

B: We are all scientists. 

D: That is the Great American Spirit: Con¬ 
quer Everything. 

J: I remember when I was little, I used to 
walk around and look up into the sky and try 
to spot a UFO. Me and my friend Shawn 
would constantly look up into the sky, eight 
years old, looking for UFOs. Everything we 
saw in the sky was a UFO, a plane or any¬ 
thing. 

A: If you examine when Space Exploration 
really started in the mid ’50s to the early 
’60s, that was when Eurocentric Imperial¬ 
ism, as far as actual invasions and coloniza¬ 
tions, was dying out as there were no more 
frontiers, exceptpossibly Antarctica. Itseems 
that the momentum of Euro thought. West¬ 
ern Thought, is constantly having to expand 
and find new frontiers. With Kennedy and 
the Space Program, or the Sputnik Program- 
that’s totally what it was. Like they were 
asking, “Whatelse can we imperialize? What 
is the next frontier?” It was outer space. 
Ronald Reagan is the Great American Hero 
and he was involved in the Star Wars De¬ 
fense Initiative. Astronauts are the van¬ 
guard of die New Imperialists. They are 
colonizing the next frontier for science, armed 
with vast technology. They are surrounding 
earth with instrumentation and satellites for 
research, communication, missile defense, 
even cable TV. Imperialism still exists in the 
non-industrialized world, but its not frontier 
imperialism anymore, its entrenched eco¬ 
nomic and cultural imperialism. It just 
doesn’t have the adventure spirit. 

D: Its 2nd wave colonialism here on earth. 
Corporate Pioneering as it were. Space is the 
Virgin Territory. Oh, oh! Ronald Reagan 
was created within the movies, thus sancti¬ 
fied by the Celluloid Mythology and then he 
represented the ultimate union and duality 
by becoming the President of The United 
States and being directly involved in the 
real-life Star Wars. Oh my. 

A: Yeah, he’s an alien. No, don’t print that. 
Chris hasn’t yet secured all the proof that he 
needs to go public with that shocking fact. 
C: Ronald Reagan was created by /O, 
television. Everyone sees Ronald 'O' 



Reagan as this great figure because he could 
talk so well, “Oh Ronald Reagan is a smart 
man, he has control of the country. He is 
leading us to the victory over the Russians.” 
Whatwasit? He didn’t do anything. Its been 
documented that everyone did and said ev¬ 
erything for him. he was a creation. 

A: Reagan is a good example of one-dimen¬ 
sional politics. Political affiliations have no 
bearing. The fact that Bill Clinton is a 
Democrat as compared to Bush or Reagan- 
have we really seen any qualitative change? 
Things just continue on. 

If anything reagan was 
better because he was an 
evil embodiment, an in¬ 
carnate against which to 
battle, to inspire anti-gov¬ 
ernment sentiment, as 
Newt Ginrich is now, 
through less prominent 
and potent. Maybe more 
“liberal” things were done 
by activists, by people, 
because Reagan was 
President. Just as many 
scandals occur now, the 
impoverishment of our 
nation’s urban poor and 
our agricultural commu¬ 
nities increases.

A: We’re post-straight 
edge, or rather, post¬ 
hardcore. 

B: We’re post-modern. 

By the time we get back 
from Europe there will be 
a new trend in hardcore: 
the mustache. 

D: We’ve just shifted to¬ 
wards another excellent 
arena for discussion and 
that is Policy Of 3’s early 
hesher years. 

C: I was never a hesher. I 
was nothing, I was never 
anything. I was boring. I wasn’t even a jock 
really. I was just there. I had a Quiet Riot 
shirt, 6th grade, I got from an auction, it was 
3 quarter sleeve. But that was the only heavy 
metal shirt ever owned. At that time Quiet 
Riot was really cool. 

J: I liked pot. Oh, I was in the Whitesnake 
video. 

C: Hey, the thing about rebellion is... 
GROUP: Shut up Chris! 

C: No, I have an example though. I 


remember there was this one kid in my class, 
he was such the outsider, the rebel because 
he had a Van Halen pin and the guitarist from 
Journey, I don’t know what his name was, 
his pin on his jacket. Everyone was like 
“He’s so crazy.” At that point, in March of 
1984, wearing heavy metal pins was really 
out there and rebellious. Now, in May of 
1995, its really rebellious to wear a Green 
Day shirt or have dyed hair or piercings or 
something that’sreally cool. Its just a phase. 
J: A return to the Whitesnake incident? I 


went in a light-hearted way, I wasn’t like a 
gung-ho Whitesnake fan or anything, al¬ 
though I used to be. In fact, when my bike 
was stolen and I got a check from the insur¬ 
ance company for $8 and with that $8 I 
boughtaWhitesnakealbum. Iwasinthe9th 
grade. 

B: I went to a Yes concert when I was in 7th 
grade or something. I was never really 
heavy metal, just not a hippie or something. 
I was never really heavy metal, just not a 


hippie I guess. It was the “Big Generator 
Tour.” 

A: My sister saw Wham! I saw Iron Maiden 
with Yngvey Malmstein (spelling?) on my 
13th birthday at the Spectrum in Philadel¬ 
phia. I bought 2 t-shirts. IboughtoneYngve 
Malmstein t-shirt and one Iron Maiden t- 
shirt. I still have them both. And I have the 
tour book too. 

B: Were we at the same Metallica concert,

C: See, I never experi¬ 
enced any of this stuff. 
J: Louis Beeper, in 
around 6th, 7th or 8th 
grade, he was one of the 
loudest people in school, 
but he just talked really 
loud. He always called 
98 WCAU EM and he 
won all kinds of t-shirts, 
he won $1,000 one time 
actually. 

GROUP: Wow. 

J: Pretty impressive. He 
had fourdifferentcolored 
WCAU t-shirts: he had a 
yellow one, a blue one, 
red, and gray one. 

A: I was at an Iron 
Maiden concert and 
someone threw up behind 
me, in the seats behind 
me. I was in the... I was 
really faraway, Ibrought 
binoculars so I could see 
and Bruce Dickinson 
fought Eddie with a... it 
was like a four story 
Eddie, it was like the size 
of the Spectrum, it was 
like a robot, it was amaz¬ 
ing. Him and Bruce 
Dickinson had a laser 
fight.

Last issue I wondered out loud where all the anger and energy 
of the punk/hardcore scene had gone. This issue I ask you, “What 

the fuck happened to straight 
edge?” 

It all began in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. around ’79-80. 
The Teen Idles were prob¬ 
ably the first wellknown band 
to call themselves straight 
edge and bring the radical 
ideaof an alert, soberlifestyle 
into the decadent punk scene. 
Indeed, in order to distance 
themselves from the poseur 
sell out bands that were spear¬ 
heading the “new wave” the 
kids invented the term 
HARDCORE. Hardcore 
meanin g the hard core of the punks. Not poseurs or fashion 
followers but kids who were truly dedicated to raw, relevant roots 
rock’n’roll. Kids who were dedicated to a “scene.” A close knit 
underground based around a powerful new music and a radical 
alternative life-style which was light years removed from main¬ 
stream USA circa 1980. The Atlantic Club (now the 9:30 Club) had 
a policy of allowing under age kids into shows but marking them as 
under age by putting a big black X on their hand with a magic marker 
so they couldn’t buy drinks at the bar. As the straight edge 
movement emerged the X became is symbol. 

In those days straight edge was certainly punk. The music 
was fast, angry three chord thrash/punk and set the standard for ’ 80s 


hardcore. Straight edge was about THINKING FOR YOURSELF. 
Being straight meant the ability to see clearly and make your own 
choices without being dragged down by society and its poisons. 
Straight edge was an act of rebellion, not conformity. Society wants 
the kids to be stoned and wasted. Drugs and alcohol keeps the kids 
stupid, unquestioning, and channels their rebellion into mindless 
self destruction rather than thought or action. You could hear the 
anger and conviction in the music. The early straight edge scene 
generated some of the best hardcore ever. Powerful, strong, with a 
sincere message. Minor Threat, S.O. A., Teen Idles, SS Decontrol, 
Government Issue, 7 Seconds, Stalag 13, The Abused, DYS, The 
Faith, etc... 

Just when straight edge seemed to be on the wane bands 
like L’arm and the Skeezicks answered with a European take on the 
movement. And soon bands like Justice League and Youth Of 
Today were carrying the banner. Then suddenly straight edge 
hardcore exploded again. The summer of ’ 88 was a high water mark 
for straight edge if there ever was one, hard to think now that its been 
almost 8 years. Every suburb of every major city seemed to spawn 
a SEHC unit in the late ’80s. Y.O.T., Chain Of Strength, Bold 
Gorilla Biscuits, etc... Just when Dischord turned its back on 
hardcore Revelation emerged to spearhead the new youth crew. But 
the ’ 88 era was quite a bit different from the early ’ 80s straight edge 
scene. The new kids definitely were losing touch with the punk roots 
of the scene. Some of the worst conformist and macho attitudes of 
mainstream society took hold in the underground and “jock core” 
was bom. Face it. Slapshot are about as punk as Loverboy. Metal 
and major labels got pretty mixed up with hardcore about this time, 
it also being the high point of “cross-over.” The ’ 88 youth crew era 
of hardcore produced some great and inspiring records but it also 
served to dilute the underground with a lot of attitudes that were 












pretty far removed from DIY punk attitudes. The whole idea of 
being a non-conformist and thinking for yourself seemed to fall by 
the wayside. The new school seemed to be based more around a 
conformist jock dress code and rigid adherence to a set of rules 
(which we all know straight edge is not). The weak willed became 
blind followers of whatever doctrine the charismatic lead singer 
spouted. Those with something to prove turned the pit into a macho 
battlezone. Those with visions of commercial success found solace 
in metal and the mainstream. Lost along the way was the punk spirit. 

I was a straight edge punk kid when I first got into hardcore. 
At the time charged hair and studded jackets didn’t clash with x’d 
hands. I started drinking and doing drugs about ’86 and got pretty 
good at it. I wound up dealing drugs which taught me a lot about how 
to run a business and how not to pick your friends. I drank a lot of 
cheap beer. I stumbled through life just fine until about a year and 
a half ago. I’d spent a long time thinking about how much time and 
energy was being wasted on booze. I saw a lot of friends getting into 
speed and heroin. In contrast I saw how much guys like Neil at Tribal 
War and Kent at Ebullition were getting done for the scene by 
dedicating their energy to the movement instead of getting wasted. 
I was sick of standing around and waiting for someone else to book 
shows and put out records that I felt I could do pretty well myself. 
I was sick of waking up at noon with bloody knuckles, a few less 
friends, new dents in my truck and a girl I didn’t know passed out 
next to me. So out went the booze, being a well known drunk punk 
I got a lot of shit from my friends at first. This pissed me off so much 
that I started X ing out my hands and riding a skateboard again. I 
dusted off The Faith records and let the world know that Felix Von 
was not just a non drinker but STRIGHT EDGE and proud. 

I had always been up on SEHC, much to my punk friends 
dismay. In any event Judge is great drinking music. But taking a 
look around at the straight edge movement of the mid ’90s I have to 
wonder if any of these kids have even heard of The Faith or even 
Minor Threat. With a few exceptions none of today’s SE bands can 
hold a candle to your average quality early ’ 80s or mediocre late ’ 80s 
SE band. The music is slow, and almost entirely dominated by 
metal. The kids dress like a bunch of ravers and the politics seem so 
shallow and temporary it makes me wonder why anyone keeps it up. 
While it is good to see that animal rights has entered the scene some 
kids have gone way off the deep end with ridiculous pro-life 
attitudes and militant vegan hoo ha. Worst of all is the Hare Krishna 
thing. Go listen to “Filler” by Minor Threat-one more time. Indeed, 
a certain charismatic lead singer is rumored to be introducing his 
own line of Hare Krishna shoes and street wear. Don’t get me 
wrong, I like a lot of contemporary SE bands like Chokehold, 
Groundwork, Refused, Unbroken, and Minnesota’s own Disem¬ 
bodied. However, the spirit seems to be gone. The anger, the 
conviction, the power. Hardcore is like a car rolling on four flat tires, 
churning forward with no speed or direction and making a hell of a 
racket. Whichever way you slice it it's very, very far removed from 
its punk roots. I sang a similar lament for punk in the last issue. The 
movement needs a jump start, a kick in the ass, something to fight 
for tor against). It would be good to see punk and straight edge 
marching side by side again, but I fear we have strayed too far. 

One more note about mediocre, apolitical, and definitely 
not punk music. I volunteer at a record store and I am constantly 
amazed by hordes of people’s loyalty to the Dischord and Revela¬ 
tion labels some 7 to 10 years since either have put out a decent 
record. Brand loyalty? Give it up. How many of todays SE kids 
would have ever heard of, much less have been into Icebum or Into 
Another if they weren’t on Revelation. Its not hardcore, its not 
straight edge, its not even listenable. Check out some Swedish or 
Italian SEHC instead. 

Part H 

This summer the Twin Cities saw the scene get its act together and 
undertake its second major attempt to Do It For The Kids. We have 
had an independent, volunteer run all punk and hardcore record store 
now for a year and a half. Extreme Noise Records may not be 
perfect, or have everything for everybody, but it's doing a decent job 


of making'punk available at a decent price. Extreme Noise was the 
first major attempt by a lot of local scenesters to put "unity" to the 
test to achieve a common goal. At Extreme Noise punk, straight 
edge, pop-punk, emo, hardcore, and garage rode and ska are all 
represented and have their champions on the staff. The store is run 
on a shoestring budget and there never seems to be enough cash to 
go around at ordering time. So every week there is a little give and 
a little take and somehow we get a little of everything. 

After seeing Extreme Noise get off the ground a lot of 
people began to examine the sad state of booking shows in the Twin 
Cities. No venue existed solely for punk/hardcore, and the main 
options were either shitty clubs or basement shows. The scene was 
rapidly outgrowing basements and the clubs of course all sucked. 
Last winter a group of people began to meet to lay plans for a DIY 
punk club in the summer of '95. While Extreme Noise was more or 
less a junta of established scenesters the new gig collective was a lot 
more open and brought in a lot of younger volunteers and a wider 
variety of people and commitments. We scoured the city for 
possible buildings to rent. We researched the legalities of licensing, 
instance, and code compliance. We looked into buying PA 
equipment and building a stage. We held numerous benefit shows 
and planned a benefit compilation album. Eventually several of us 
donated several hundred bucks a piece to get things rolling. What 
is essential is that we worked together, despite our disagreements 
andmade ithappen. We spentfourmonths looking fora space to rent 
and eventually wound up taking over the lease on a hall that had been 
used in the past. Myself and Koas Jack had been renting a local 
practice hall/party spot for punk shows until the guy who ran it got 
thrown out. By a weird twist of fate a realtor offered to rent us the 
same hall a month or so after the Youth Brigade show we booked 
there. $850 a month and a summer full of shows loomed ahead. We 
managed to build a stage and a sound booth, set up concessions, 
borrow, but, steal and build a PA system and put the word on the 
street about the hot new venue. 

A loose booking collective emerged and a system of 
volunteer staffing of shows as well. I imagine the day to day running 
of the place is not too different from ABC No Rio or Gilman Street. 
We choose not to get a license, insurance or any of that other fascist 
bullshit from the man. This was more due to financial constraints 
than any desire to fight the system. Our location was in a busy 
college/hippie/biker area and right across the street from a housing 
project with asshole rent-a-cops. This led to a lot of nervousness on 
our part and a lot of real and imagined hassles from the cops. They 
basically were cool with us as long as we kept everyone inside. Not 
as easy as it seems because people weren’t too ready to listen and it 
got very hot inside. We tried to institute a no drugs and alcohol 
policy to keep the cops off our back as we were committed to all ages 
booking. This policy was difficult to enforce and was blatantly 
flaunted by the too cool punk crowd who felt they had a god given 
right to bring cases of beer into shows. 

We tried to stick to a low $3-$5 door price even for big 
shows and bands from as far away as Sweden, Belgium, and 
England. We stayed all ages, at least half, if not more, of the money 
collected every night went to the bands. In fact over the summer we 
paid out between fifteen and twenty thousand dollars to bands. No 
chump change for a bunch of upstarts. We used the rest of the money 
to pay rent and buy a PA and other equipment. We did our best to 
work around the whole booking agent, guarantee, contract rock'n'roll 
bullshit. We made one exception (a major label band, a booking 
agent, a contract and a guarantee) and it was pretty much a disaster. 
Most of our troubles were from the unruly and disrespectful crowds 
at the bigger punk gigs. Dumb fucks starting fights, throwing bottles 
atpassing cars, etc. Believe it or not we had virtually no trouble with 
skinheads, but tons of problems with tattoo faced crusty train hopper 
bums. Indeed it was the crust bums who caused the most trouble by 
far. They demanded to be let in for free then proceeded to start fights 
and fuck things up for everyone. In the end, we pulled off several 
shows a week all summer long and decided to bail at the end of /tn 
S eptember due to problems with our landlord and the touring 'cl' 




season slowing down. With two shows left on the calendar the cops ordered us to shut down 
and the landlord changed the locks on the doors, holding our PA and stage hostage. We 
cleverly gained entry and liberated everything of value. We then destroyed everything that 
was left. I felt ah era had ended as I looked at the ruined room through the haze from the 
fire extinguisher, and I closed the door for the last time. 

Now we are back to basement shows and shitty clubs. But we are armed with a lot 
of experience and about two grand in the bank. Meetings continue weekly and hopefully 
by next summer we will bounce back with a bigger and better club. The lesson to be learned 
here is that by setting aside differences and woiking together you can start a venue in your 
own town that will help build your scene. It is hard work and very stressful at times but it 
really does make a difference. After months of arguing with people at the door, throwing 
out gate crashers and breaking up fights I finally got to see the Varukers and it all seemed 
worth it. 


A his summer in my hometown I helped 

start a collective. By collective I mean a 
group of kids volunteering time and money 
to achieve a common goal. That goal was 
to open a youth-run community center. A 
place where kids could have shows and 
practice and hang out and cook and have 
meetings and do virtually anything in the 
world that they so pleased, limited only to 
the confines of the space. We accom¬ 
plished this goal, and rather than go into 
how. I’d like to examine why - and maybe 
what. 

At first we thought what our scene 
needed was an indoor place to practice and 
have shows. So we had meetings to see 
how feasible it was to rent such a space. 
Through these meetings we discovered 
that what a lot of kids wanted was some¬ 
thing more than just a “club,” if you will, but a collective SPACE. Some ideas were 'zine 
workshops and libraries, art studio space, arecording studio, a stage forplays, aplace to hang 
out So we did it collectively, and we spent the summer trying desperately hard to involve 
people in our community center. A community of youth - for youth. This is why. 

For some shows, kids would turn up tenfold - all just itching to unload their heavy 
wallets at the door and on records. For art shows, for play rehearsal, for vegan cooking night, 
for poetry readings, for movie nights, and for weekly meetings, we practically had to beg 
people to come. We were there for everyone, not just for ourselves. We strove to be a 
community. A real community. Far more real than even the one our parents subscribed to 
with hospitals and police stations. We strove to be a real community, teaching one another, 
helping each other explore our talents. Communicating. This was what. 

But the begging persisted. The bills piled up. The shows became few and far 
between. Before long even the beggars were nowhere to be found. And now the door is 
locked forever. 

All over this goddamn world we are kids. We’re kids and that alone brings us 
together. That alone assures us that we’ 11 always have some form of communication - music 
most likely. And that’s true all over the world. Since I’ve been involved in the hardcore 
scene I’ve heard a lot of inspiring bands come and go. I’ve heard music I thought could 
answer every question I’ve ever had. I’ve heard music that incited me to insane dancing or 
tears. I didn’t think there was anything else quite as beautiful. 

But there is. 

This summer kids would bring in artwork and tack it up all over the brick walls of 
our community center. Every so often they would bring new pieces, it was constantly 
changing. And one night after taking the time to sit and stare at one piece I realized it was 
the most beautiful thing I’ve ever seen. It hit every nerve, evoked strong emotions, it made 
me move with excitement Far more powerful than any band I had ever seen, it made me 
conscious of myself, us, the world, kids. Kids with minds so extraordinary, so powerful it’s 
belittling and insulting to limit their aesthetic scope to mere music. We can paint, we can 
write, we can speak, we can create in so many diverse ways. 

I wrote this to implore kids to help each other exhibit these natural talents the same 
way they would a band. I wrote this to implore kids to hold art shows and readings and get 
together, if only to have conversations. I wrote this to empower those creative minds who 
may feel constricted by the hardcore scene to create only through music. I wrote this so that 
! feeling that lived inside of the kids of Hot Springs, Arkansas this summer can live 
forever inside of all of you. Thank you. Dave guyd
